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eaetern tha Derby winner is that horse. Hie 
owner is an eastern man and he was bred 
in Virginia. If that does not give the 
credit of the race to the east it is difficnltto 
discern what would. Sadie S. ie also Virginia- 
bred. All the other candidates brought on to 
contend for the rich prize were bred in Ken- 
tucky or Tennessee. It is true that much of 
Robert Waddell’s racing last year and this has 
been done over the Chicago tracks, but it is 
equally true that he and Sadie S. were by owner- 
ship and breeding the only Simon pure eastern 
horses in the race. 

By winning his second American Derby Bull- 
man takes rank with Tom Kiley in the list of 
jockeys successful in the big south side race, 
but is still far behind Isaac Murphy, the famous 
“colored Archer.” Isaac rode the first three 
winners— Modesty, Volante and Silver Cloud— 
and in 1886 rede hie fourth winner of the event 
when the mighty Emperor of Norfolk cantered 
home alone. Tcm Kiley 's two winners were 
Spokane in 1889 and Uncle Bob in 1890.
